‘with Advantage, cover the Country from 


the Invafions of the Confederates, 

But having thus {uppofed, what the French 
may do, let us now come to a Conjedture, 
what the Duke of Marlborongh may do alfo, 
and I mult confefs, if { may be capable of 
prefumptive Gueffes, and draw Projetts at 
this Diftance to me; it feems very plain, 
that if one Method was taken, the French 
muft abandon all the Low Countries, to form 
anArmy to defend his own. 

I fhall explain my felf thus, I obferv’d, 


that Monster Overkirk in his Letter to the 


States General propofes, ftrengthning the 
Army by Detachments from their Frontier 
Towns, which are nowout of Danger, to en- 
able the Generals to profecute their Viéto- 
ry, the French being drawing, down ftrong 
Detachments, Sc. to ftrengthen themfelves.

If thefe Orders are executed, as we are 
fiance told they are preparing to do, the 
‘ Confederates may be capable to divide thejr 

Forces. Monfieur Overkirk with 45000 Men 
will be more than fufficient to face the beft 
Troops, the French can bring together, 
their Want of Horfe efpecially contider’d, 
leaving fuch a Force then on the Frontiers 5 
his Grace the Duke of Marlberough with 
25000 of the Flower of the Troops, Englip, 
Scots,and Dunes, has a free Paflage thro’ 
lower Flanders, leaving Jpres, and Sc. Omer 
on theleft, Dunkirk and Graveling on the 
right, clear intu Picardy. 

Now, becaufe I would not fpeak fo un- 
foldiet like, asnot to take notice, that che 
greatefk Generals have gever thought fi¢to 
venture into an Enemie¢ Country,and Igave 
the ftrong Towns behind them; I fhali make 
itout, that the Cafe differs here extreme- 
ly; and that on this Score in particular, 
this is the only place by which the King- 
dom of France may be entred without a 
Siege. 

_ The Reafon why it is tnfafe to leave 
ftrong Towns in our Reag upon any fuch 
Expedition, is, becuufe the numerous Gar- 

_ Yifons of fuch Towns lie always ready to 
intercept the Convoys, and cut off the Pro- 
vifions for the Army,and in cafe of Difafter 
make a Retreat difficult. — But all this’ is 
anfwer'd here; for asfoon as ever the Duke 
fhall enter Picardy,he has nothing, to do but 
to take Calais or Bologne, and the Englifb 
Navy is.at hand to fupply him with all 
manner of Stores, Provifions, Train of Ar- 
tillery, c. and toland to or 12c00 Men, 
which lye now ready in England to embark 
and joyn him. 

Could 1 fuppofe fuch a thing as this at- 
Tera and the Duke once entred Picar- 
dy at the Head of an Engi Army, what 
might we not expe! If the French drew 

down out of Flanders to face him in Frawce. 

Monfieur Overtirk would jbe at their Heels 

to joyn him, with what.Force he wanted. 

And what would a Freach Army do in 

Ficardy? there are no ftrong Towns to de- 
fend,. and fighting in the Field: will not do 
their Bufinef$ ; that is plaing and their own 

Experience will acknowlsdge it. 
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This would certainly be touching the 
French ina moft fenfible part, and the Cone 
fequences of it would immediately be felt 
both in /taly,on the Rbine, andtotheurmot __ 
Extent of the French Conqueits, - from 
whence they muft immediately recall fuch 
Numbers of their Men, as.to put them _ 
upon the Defesfive on all fides, where 
they now prefs their Eneinies with unequal 
Forces. 1 

It has been very well worth Obfervation, _ 
with what Dexterity the King of France __ 
has on all occafions_fecur’d his own King- 
dom ; that in all this and the laft War, 
the Confederates have never been atleto 
fet a Fodt in-, excepta {mall push about 
Amtrun, whigp the Duke of Savoy made in 
or abouc ithe $Bar 1495, and which he af- 
terward paid ¢ar for at the Battle of Aiar- 


But generally fpeaking, the Freveb have 
always made War, at the Coftand enthe 
Lands of their Enemies, and ’tis a great — 
Thought, but to refle&, how much muft 
you win back before he loofes all, he has 
got above his own. 

I hope we are ina fair way to clear his 
Hands of the Spznifh Monarchy 3 but, I 
muft tell you, that unlefs Prince Eugene is 
fpeedily reinfore’d, France isable to ftand on 
the Defenfive in Italy, and yet detach 30000 
Men from thenee to the Upper-Rhine,to make — 
good the large Detachments with Monfieur, 
the Marefchal de Villars muft make {or the 
Nesberlands.; ee { 

On the Rhine, he has a vaft Tra@ of ~ 
Land and invincible Fortreffes to defend, — 
he has all Alfaee and the Country between 
the bine and the Mofelle, all the ftrong 
Places upon the S#zr, and the Ao/elle, all 
Lorrain,and the Country beyond the Meuje; 
thefe he has to fight for, and to loofe Inch 
by Inch, before you fet a Foot in France. 

Jn Flanders, on the fide cf the Sambre, 
and the Mexfe, he is barricaded with firong 
Garrifons, too many to talk of entring that 
way ; I fee no way to enter France like 
this above-mention’d, — for here all the. 
Garrifons’ behind them are of no Confe — 
quence 5 the Sea is their Supply ; the Ship: — 
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- are their Bread*Wagons; and all England 
is their Magazine. ey have an opea and 
plentiful Gountry before them, and may 
extend themfelves, whether they pleafe, 
to the inexpreffible Terror of the Enemy, 

‘and che Deftruftion of his SubjGs; who 
in that pact have nothiog to skreen them 
from a victorious Army; no Retrear,. no 

Place of Strength capable of making any 

- Reliftaace, or of fecuring their Effeéts, 

J know “tis obje&ted againft fuch a Projeét 
as this, that ’tis ill trufting an Army of 
brave honeft Fellows in an Enemies Coun- 
try without Magazines, that the Varieties 
and Uncertainties of a Sea Supply, were 

’ we never focertain and {afe as to the Ene- 
mies, are fuch as to Wind and Weather, 
that it is not to be undertaken on that 
Score 5 but methinks the Uncertainty here 
is not fo great, where the Diftance is fo 
fmall, that from Dover to Bologn cannot be 
above 4 Hours Sail. 

T cannot therefore fee any Danger in the 
Duke of Marlborough’s venturing todo thus, 

itis what King Wiliam never had an Op- 

portunity to do, viz. toenter France, and 

Jeave all the ftrong Towns on their Fron- 

tiers behind them; and I cannot but con- 

ceive, that it is che only way co touch che 

King of France in amoft fentible Part. 

At leaft, this would have two Sorts of 
Effeéts.r.1t would remove the Seatof War 
from a Country embaraffed with ftrong and 

~ moft invincible Fortreffes, arid an incredi- 

ble Number of them too,to an open (“ham- 
jon and fruitful Country, in which they 

- fhould find al! open ard free. 

2. This fhall alter the way of fighting, 
and making War now will be no longer by 
fculking in Holes and Corners, entrenching 
encamping, and working hard under the 
Cannon of ftrong Towns; but muft now be 


carried on by meer Blows, fair down right - 


fighting, and a War like that,of the antient 
Englifh and French, viz. inthe open Field. 
t is plain, that at this manner ot fight- 
ing, the French are not a Match for the 
Confederates, no notou any fide. We ne- 
yer find, whether Germany, Italy, Flanders, 
er ary where elle ; but the French gene- 


rally, ff not univerfally thus comf 8 
Battle, if their Enemies are but. aa 
Number, or but neat equal; and tis as 

Evident, that the Confederates on fuch oc- 

Cations generally feckBatele.Thisl chink is a 

truc,and moft certain Signal,that the French 

themfcives are con{cious of ch Superiority 

of the Confederates with Refpedt to the 

Goodnefs of their Troops; and that upon 
the Square, they are not a Match for us, . 
and this is a double Motive to the Confe- 

derates, if poffible to bring them toa Ne- 

ceflity of fighting without the Affiftance of 
Encrenchments, Defiles, Rivers, and the Re- 

fuges of ftrong Towns, &c. to make good 
their Ret eat. 

Could this be brought to pafs, this War 
would foon be brought to a happy Conclu- 
fion I mean fuch a Conclufion, asall hgpeft 
Men with for, viz. A PEACE of which I 
fhall fay more in the next Papers... 

1 cannot however bne take notice here, 
how every Days News ftill prompts us to 
think this Proje& more and more feazable. 
The French feem every day more than other 
to be opening the Door to this Attemp*. . 
We are now inform’d, they have quitted 
Ghent, and Bruges all Men will allow, 
muft fall of Courfe ; being no way able to 
ftind the Confederates 3 and being aban- 
don’d of the French, who as the laft Ad- 
vices inform us, are retir’d towards Course 
ray, and talk of repairing their old Lines, 
and def-nding themfelves behind them ; fo 
that the fmall Places of Deynfe, Dixymuid, 
Furnes, and Winoxberg, mutt open their 
Gates, and (ubmict, and nothing can inter- 
rupt the March of an Army iato France. 

§ know (ome People, who, on all Occa- 
fions are {upporting the Wifdom and Po- 
licy of France, reprefent.them fill as in 
vulnerable on this or angother fide, and 
very much flight all Difcourfes of chis kind, 
charge us with Ignorance of the French 
Strength, and of the Conduét of their 
Affairs. 

They tell as, and no doubt ’tis-true, that 
the prefent Weaknefs of France, if it may-be 
call’d fo, confifis ia the Extent of their Con- 
quefts; that whenever he pleafes tucontra& 
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himfelfiatoa narrow Compals, Sand reduec 
his Forces into the Circumference of his 
own Frontiers, we fhall find him another 
Sort of a Prince, than we imagine; that 
there is a great Dealof Difference between 
the King of France defending his own Coun- 
try,and the King of France’s garrifoning all 
the Towers in Spuin, Jtaly, Milam, the Weft- 
Indies, the Mlands of the Mediterranean, 
and the Spanifb Netherlands. 

That whenever he pleafes to retreat with- 
in himfelf, he will face you with 300000 


~ Men in Arms,and convince you,that France 


is not to be conquer’d by all the Power of 
Europ2. 

That therefore the Attempts of breaking 
intoFranee are but wildChimeras,* hich may 
ferve indeed to amuft our felves ; but we 
fhalJ not find them fo eafily put in Praétife, 
as we imagine. 

I doreadily grant the power of France 
to be very great, and that when contraét- 
ed, it will make great Efforts in Defence of 
its own proper Dominions; but then ’tis” 
this Contraétion of Power, whithin its own 
Dominions, which we feek and fight for, 
and preffing into the proper Dominions of 
the French, willbe theonly Step to bring 
it to pafs. 

This is what we call reducing France, 
T beleive no body in their Wits propof, re- 
ducing the Kingdom of France, as a Spoil 


~ of Conqueft, and dividing it among the 


Confederates, that’s an Attempt | fhall take 
fome Leifure to fpeak tu, not doubting, 
but there may be time for it, before the 
bringing it to pafs. : 

But breaking into France, is certainly the 
only Step to reduce them to a neceflity of 
quitting their Invafions and Depredations 
upon other People,by bringing them home | 
to defend their own ; this is the way to make 
them contraét their Power to due and pro- 
portion’d Bounds, and to bring them to 
Termsof Safety and Peace, the main thing 
all the bhoweft Part of the Confederacy 
drive at.
